Remarkable Achievement of A. P. 



Wright in the Short Period 
of Six Years 

Last Monday afternoon the editors 
of The Times visited the Mission Nur- 
series, presided over by A. P. Wright, 
the veteran nursery liian of this section* 
and were shown o\^er the entire place 
by the genial proprietor. In making 
the rounds of the idaec we were per- 
mitted to sample many varieties of 
fruits, chief of which wxre seed- 
less grape fruit and oranges of sur- 
passing sweetness. And ’when ’U'e took 
our departure Mr. Wright loaded us 
down wdth several ’varieties of citrus 
fruits and a huge bunch of beautiful 
and fragrant roses, the latter of "which 
served to lend an air of cheerfulness 
to the Times office for several 
days. 

The success which has crowned the 
labors of Mr. Wright here is but an- 



* Augustus P. Wright, is, a native of; 
the Loile Star State. He was born, 
in Montgomery ; county in ,1848. He 
married early in life and is the father 
of seven' children, ’ five boys and two 
girls, a]] grown and all living in the 
Lowe^' Kio Grande Valley, except his 
oldest daughter, who resides in Cali- 
fornia. He came to the A^alley nine 
years ago, living two -years at' Santa 
Maria, Avhere the first pumping plant 
on the river outside of Brownsville was 
located, and one' year at Mercedes, be- 
fore coming to Mission. Previous to 
that he had been in the Coast country 
since ISSd and has been, more or less 
actively engagel in horticulture all his 
life, haying first engaged in 'that bus- 
iness vrith his father in the early 70 ’s. 

Mr. Wright loyes his. work. He has 
kept in close touch with the rapid 
strides in horticulture and is an au- 
thority on the varieties best adapted 
to this section. 

He could hardly be induced to leave 
the valley, and is very optimistic of 
its future. He

other instance of what can be accom- 
plished in this end of the Lower Bio 
Grande Valley. 

Six years ago last October Mr. 
Wright came to Mission, and he bor- 
rowed the money for his railroad fare. 
Previous to that time he had bought 
a piece of land on the ’yiver 
credit and without seeing it) and this 
he sold for enough to pay off his in- 
debtedness for that tract and make a 
start where he is now located. He- 
purchased his present farm two years 
before he same here and the Tvater did 
not reach his place until a year after 
his arrival. During his first year, 
therefore, he could do little but build 
his house and clear the land. In the 
following year, however, he laid the 
foundation for the beautiful tropical 
groves which now surround his place. 

There are in the Mission Nurseries 
perhaps every variety of citrus and 
other fruit trees which do well in this 
section, besides many varieties of 
grapes and berries, as well as the orna- 
mental and date palms,silowering shrubs 
and blossoming xfiants in great j)ro- 
fusion.

Mr. Wright has turned down mauy 
times offers of $500 per acre for his 
l)lace and says if he should sell at his 
price — $1,000 per acre — he would just 
start another. His nurseries and or- 
chards now coyer something over six 
acres and six acres more are being set 
out this winter. 
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
